NEW YORK, Oct. 8—Clement protested 
Hthe decision of the judges declaring Heath 
the winner of the race. The decision was 
withdrawn and the protest will be heard 
and winner. declared at a meeting of the 
automobile association later in the day; 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—George Heath, an 
American, driving an imported car and 
representing the Automobile Club of 
France, today won the William K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., cup in the 300-mile road race held 
on Long Island under the auspices of the 
Automobile Club of America. He won by 
the narrow -margin of 1 minute and 28 
seconds. 

The: contest cost one life and at least 
four persons were injured, none or them, 
however, fatally. The accident occurred 
to the car of George Arents, Jr., a wealthy 
New Yorker, and the man killed was Karl 
Mensel, his machinist. Arents’ car was 
No. 5 and he was driving’ at a tremendous | 
speed, when just as he approached a sharp 
curve on the Hempstead road a front tire 
slipped and the great 60-horse power ma- 
chine went over. Both Arents and Mensél 
were huried with tremendous force to the 
roadway. Both were picked up uncon- 
sclous and hurried to a hospital where 
Mense! died in a short while. Mr. Arents’ 
injuries are said not to be of a serious 
character. 

All of those injured were connected in 
some way with the race, most of them 
being helpers.

In 6h., 26m., 456., and Clement, the second 
man, in 5h., 2m. and 13s. . Clement en-+

Further Dealings of Late Frederick

The Janzow forces enjoyed a field day 
this morning in room 509 Railway Ex- 
change building, four witnesses testifying 
rositively that Henry F. Mueller had twice

WARRENSBURG, Mo., Oct. 8—Apna 
Zella Bentley of St. Louis, sole witness of 
a murder more atrocious and tragic in all 
its circumstances than any that was ever 
before committed in Johnson County, is 
in. desperate fear of death at the hands 
of’ the man, her former lover, against 
whom, after four months of silence, she has 
informed. 

Her story of the murder of ‘‘Carl Miller’ 
by Robert Sassaman in the ravine on the 
old Stueben place. two and one-half miles 
north of Holden, has been proved true by 
all the tests which Johnson County offi- 
cials could apply 

The body of the murdered man, feature- 
less and dismembered through the pro- 
cesses of decay, was found in the shallow 
well on the hill where she said it would 
be found; the wire-wrapped stone with 
which the body was weighted, afid the long 
Plank with which it was thrust to the 
bottom of the well, were found. Nearby, 
where she said Sassaman threw them af- 
ter the murder, were blackened tin coffee 
pots which had belonged to “Miller.”’ In 
the wll was found the sack in which. the 
woman said, the man wrapped the head of 
his victim to protect his own hands and 
clothing from the blood which flowed from 
the ax wounds in his head.

HER NERVE GIVES WAY. 


And when it was all proven and the body 
of the murdered man was given its long- 
deferred burial, the woman was afraid. 
Her “‘nerve”’ left her. The haunting sha- 
ows of an accusing constiousness of a 
crime shared were succeeded by blood- 
chilling expectations of assassination. 

‘He said he would kill me if I told,” she 
whispered. ‘I have told and he will kill 
me.”’ 

She said this in the office of Judge Green- 
wood at Holden as she was signing a re- 
cognizance to appear as a witness when 
called. So she was brought by Sheriff 
Koch to Warrensburg, the county seat. 
But she was still afraid, and at night she 
was taken by officers to a secluded place 
where there is little fear that any of her 
enemies can find her, and wheré she can be 
secured by the county officials when they 
need her testimony. 

The criminal officials of the county say 
they are confident of eventually finding 
Sassaman, but decline to tell where they 
expect to find him. Sheriff Koch said that 
Sassaman has heen tn Kansas City and 
would have been arrested had he not 
learned that the officers were seeking him. 
At the same time Sheriff Koch avers that 
Sassaman, the alleged murderer, is not 
Sassaman, the alleged highwayman arrest- 
ed last August in Kansas City, and who, 
according to Kansas City reports, disap- 
peared from his haunts Wednesday.

AUTOPSY IS FUTILE. 

An autopsy was held at Holden Thurs- 
day, but it revealed nothing save that death 
had resulted as the woman said—from 
blows inflicted upon the head with the 


sharp edge of an ax. After the autopey 
and the completion of the inquest, the 
body was buried by the county. 

The question which most interests the 
prosecuting officials, aside from that of 
the whereabouts of the man whom the 
woman charges with the murder, is: 

Ww hat was the motive of the woman in 
telling of thé murder, go over it foot by 
foot, relate all the details, which perhaps 
have haunted her day and night, ard put 
officers of the law upon the track of the 
man for whose sake she was willing to 
break all family ties? 

The officers do not believe she is prompt- 
ed by revenge; they think whatever love 
she may have had for the man whom she 
accuses is dead beyond the power of res- 
urrection, and that she feels no jeniousy 
of any other woman. 

“IT am telling the story.’ says Miss Bent- 
ley. “because | cannot longer bear to have 
such a secret upon my mind.

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CHICAGO’S JUBILEE. 

Chicago newspapers, in urging the citizens of that metropolis 
to attend the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, have suggested 
that it would be well to make the visit a celebration of Chi- 
cago’s Jubilee. 

Whil it is a trifle more than 60 years since Chicago was 
incorporated as a city, it is a fact that in 1844, just 60 years 
ago, the actual and phenomenal growth of the city commenced. 
In that year the population increased, by leaps and bounds, 
wntil it reached 12,000; over 600 houses were built, the first 
permanent school house was erected and the first fire-alarm 
bell was rung. Two years later, Chicago was made a port of 
entry. In 1848 the first telegraphic dispatch was sent from 
Chicago, and in 1850 the first railway into the city was opened. 

An outbreak of cholera, which raged for sometime, seriously 
threatened the permanency of the city’s growth, and several 
times since, as everyone knows, Chicago has been face to face 
with tremendous crises. In 1857 a financial panic caused the 
city’s orders to be protested; and the great fire of 1871 left 
Chicago a homeless population of over 100,000 and a burned 
arca of 1691 acres. 

But Chicago pluck and energy have triumphed over every 
obstacle and disaster and have made Chicago what she is to- 
day—a cosmopolitan city, the giant of trade centers and the 
wonder of the world. 

St. Louis willingly joins her Chicago visitors and those who 
stay at home in this jubilee celebration.

- Officers of a life preserver manufacturing company at Cam- 
den, N. Y., have been indicted by the Federal grandjury for 
making and selling life preservers in which iron bars were 
concealed. 

The law requires a certain weight of cork with a stipulated 
tmoyancy, the supporting power being of course calculated with 
geference to the human body. The iron bars brought the 
weight up to the requirement, but by reducing the size of the 
cork blocks reduced the buoyancy. It can be readily under- 
stood that a life preserver so constructed might deceive the 
purchaser and in case of accident contribute to the disaster 
it was designed to avert.

MR. BRYAN AND MR, WATSON. 

In his speech at Norfolk, Neb., Thursday, Mr. Bryan is reported to have said: 
“T need not discuss the relative merits of the presidential candidates, because a 
Roosevelt victory in Nebraska is certain this fall. The unfortunate split in the 
Populist and Democratic fusion electoral vote makes Parker’s defeat in Nebraska 
a certainty.” 

In. his speech at South Omaha a few days ago Mr. Bryan said: “TI shall not 
tell you that I was delighted with the nomination at St. Louis. I opposed the 
nominatin of Parker because he did not stand for what we had been fighting for 
in Nebraska for eight years. I stand today for every doctrine I have advocated. I 
have not recanted and have not withdrawn from where I stood.” 

In an interview printed in the World Thursday morning Thomas E. Watson, 
the Populist candidate for President, said: “I suppose if the Democratic party 
is defeated this year, there will be a new party formed of what are known as 
Bryan Democrats, Hearst Democrats and Watson Populists.” 

The differences between Mr. Watson and Mr. Bryan in this campaign are 
clearly marked. Mr. Watson is openly opposed to Judge Parker’s election. Mr. 
Watson does not hesitate to confess.the Bryanite-Pepulist hope of getting pos- 
session of the Democratic party machinery again if Judge Parker can be de- 
feated. But Mr. Watson, in doing what he can to insure President Roosevelt's 
election, is not speaking under the authority of the Democratic national committee.

WHAT ARE HIS VIEWS? 

The Tribune says there was no need for Mr. Roosevelt to write anything 
“about the notorious denial of the rights of the negroes and nullification of the 
constitution tn the southern states, because his position is well known.’’ Who 
knows it, how was it made known? There was not one word on this subject in 
Mr. Roosevelt's speech of acceptance, nor one line in all the 12,000 words of his let- 
ter, though that epistle covered every other plank in the Chicago platform. Furth- 
ermore, the authorized edition of Mr. Roosevelt’s “addresses and messages” con- 


tains no reference to the question of negro suffrage and the alleged “nullification 
of the constitution.” Mr. Roosevelt defends his appointment of a few negroes to 
office—less than President McKinley appointed, it is claimed—but says that “to 
connect this with such questions as ‘social equality’ and ‘negro domination’ is as 
absurd as to connect them with the nebular hypothesis or the theory of atoms,” 

The World freely admits that it does not find in Mr. Parker’s speech or letter 
any explicit utterance on this question. But the Tribune admis that the same 
thing is true of Mr. Roosevelt’s speech and letter and of all his published utter- 
ances. And when it insists that “everybody knows President Roosevelt's position,” 
we simply call for the definition in his own words. The hostility of the southern 
whites to the President is due to the Booker Washington incident—which the 
World has said was greatly to his credit—and to the Indianola and Charleston ap- 
pointments, rather than to his views on negro suffrage and a reduction of repre- 
eentation, which we cannot find that he has ever declared. Why is he silent? 
Can the Tribune tell? 
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A DANGEROUS OBJECT LESSON. 

The government at Washington has cause for chagrin over the result of its 
experiment in bringing a delegation of educated Filipinos to see for themselves 
how fit we are to govern them. At a banquet given to them on their return to 
Manila, the cable reports that “in their speeches the members of the delegation 
spoke in generous praise of the treatment accorded them in the United States, 
but all except one urged a popular assembly at once, with full independence at 
an early date.’ | 
What e'se could rationally have been expected? 


Are freedom and independence good object lessons in the superior advantages 
of vassalage and ‘benevolent assimilation?” 

Could intelligent Filipinos fail to contrast unfavorably their condition of 
dependence and government by force against their consent, with the state of 
even the poorest and most ignorant of American citizens? 

If our government had wished to reconcile the Filipinos to a state of vassal- 
age, it showed little knowledge of either history or human nature in bringing an 
intellfgent delegation to visit Independence Hall, Fanuelil Hall, the capitol at 
Washington and the World's Fair at St. Louis, The desire for freedom is not 
easily quenched in the human mind, and President Roosevelt and his agents 
stimulated rather than smothered it in the native delegation that they brought 
at so much expense from the Philippines. 

Governor-General Wright's advice to the Filipinos, that they “Devote them- 
selves to making money instead of impractical dreams of independance,” is a 
fitting expression of the sordid and brutal spirit of our imitation imperialism. 


WHY THIS MUMNESS? 

t We have looked in vain in the Tribune for a statement from President Roose- 
velt of his views on the question of reducing the congressional and electoral rep- 
resentation of the Southern states that have put certain NMmitations upon the 
suffrage which practically disfranchise a large number of colored citizens.

MOST WONDERFUL HORSE IN WORLD

From the New York Press. 


Prof. G. Schweinfurth, the celebrated 
German psychologist, has made a report on 
the ‘‘Wonder Horse’ Hans, which has been 
educated to an amazing degree by his own- 
er, Herr. von Osten, as told recently in 
the Press. Prof. Schweinfurth examined 
the animal] caréfully if company with Dr. 
Studt, the Prussian minister of education, 
and Privy Councillor Prof. Moebius, the sci- 
entist. He says: 

“The stallion Hans appears extremely 
quiet and sedate. He is never whipped and 
he wears no harness, but is left perfectly 
free. Only when he is to be led aside is 
a halter used on him. At all other times he 
is governed simply by verbal orders such as 
‘left,’ ‘“‘right,"’ etc. 

“He seems to have complete knowledge 
of the German language and German Goth- 
ic writing, for he answered all questions 
(even those asked by strangers) without 
hesitation and almost always with abso- 
lute accuracy. 

“T estimate that he makes five errors in 
every hundred answers. But these errors 
are only trivial, such as, for instance, when 
he counts 30 instead of 31. “ 

“His only method of expression is by 
stamps of his hoof. Every sound is repre- 
sented by two numerals, which he indicates 
by successive stamps of his right forehoof. 
On a blackboard the sounds are written out 
with their numerals for the benefit of the 
invited spectators. 

“If the word ‘Abtel,’ for instance, is 
written on a piece of paper and held up 
before the horse, and the question is put 
to him, ‘In which row on the blackboard

his hoof. Ask him then, ‘What letter is 
it?” and he will stamp once again, “mean- 
ing ‘the first letter.’ Then he will proceed 
to spell out the word. 

“A gentleman named Stephany pro- 
nounced his name to the stallion and asked 
him to spell it out. The stallion stamped 
his hoof—so many times, signifying 8, 80 
many times, signifying T, and so on. When 
he came to P he stamped his foot a num- 
ber of times that signified F. Then he 
went on correctly to A, N and Y. He had, 
as will be seen, spelled the name phonetic- 
ally. When he was told that he was wrong 
he spelied it over again and this time his 
hoof beats spelled P and H. 

“The horse can express every spoken or 
written word, and although the mode of 
expression may seem to be laborious and 
tedious, in reality the wonderful animal ex- 
presses itself very quickly and without 
any pause or hesitation. 

“When it comes to figures, especially 
thoge that run into large amounts, one 
must follow very closely in order to keep 
pace with the horse. The last figure in a 
calculation is usually announced by a 
smart stroke of his left forefoot; and when 
that occurs, the answer is always accurate 
without exception. 

“The fact must not be concealed that 
the interest of the horse must be kept 
alive by constant presentation of small 
gmieces of bread and carrots. ‘Without re- 
ward, men wouldn’t do anything either,’ 
said his owner to me. 

“Of the incredibly numerous and almost 
endlessly various problems that are solved 
by the stallion, most surprising to me were 
those that involved his sense of hearing. 
He can distinguish all tones perfectly, 
simple as well as harmonic, can tell all 
musical measures, etc., in a manner that 
could be equaled only by an educated mu- 
sician. I cannot tell when two, tnree or 
four \tones are struck sirhultaneously on 
an instrument; the stallion can, and he 
does it with confidence. 

“There is much to think about, too, ih 
his ocular power, which, according to an- 
atomists, is not so well developed in horses 
as are the other senses. For instance, a 
chart with big geometrical figures is hung 
up before him. Then some of them are 
copied in miniature on a small slute and 
shown to Hans. At once he indicates with 
his hoof what position the corresponding 
figures occupy on the big chart. 

“It is well known that the human cye 
often does not recognize pictorial repre- 
sentations. This is a noticeable character- 
istic of Arabs. We know also that cnimels 
do not pay any attention to pictures. 

‘The stallion Hans can recognize persons 
from photographs, even though the photo- 
graphs be very poor ones! 

“A number of men were placed before 
him. A season railroad pass, which bore 
the picture of the owner in smali half-tone 
engraving in one corner, was shown to the 
horse. At once the animal denoted with 
taps of his hoof the position In the line of 
men of the original of the picture. The 
famous animal painter, Prof. Paul Meyer- 
heim, had the same experience with Hans. 

‘The most wonderful feats are those de- 
pending on the horse's ability to grasp 
numbers and his talent for mathematical 
calculation. The stallion has really learned 
to figure. He can add and subtract with 
the greatest of ease. 
order to make a whole number of 4-6 for 
instance he must add 4-6. Ie converts com- 
mon fractions into decimals and so quickly 
that it is difficult sometimes for a human 
being to follow him. 

‘His memory seems to be equal to the 
greatest demands. He can teil the days on 
which Sundays fall in any month. He can 
tell the day of the week for the Emperor's 
birthday throughout several years, 

“There is not room enough here to sketch 
even the most prominerm features of his in- 
tellecual ability. The horse is a problem 
for philosophers and psychologists such as 
perhaps never before has appeared in the 
animal world.”

BY STRIKING WHALE 
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THREATENS. PARTY 
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Montana Republicans Fear Loss of 
State Through Indiscretion of 
Candidate for State Senator.

BRUTTE, Mont., Oct. 8.—A curious and se- 
rious Republican issue has been raised in 
Montana because of a kiss which State 
Senator W. F. Myers of Carbon County 
stole from the unwilling lips of a young 
society girl of Red Lodge last Saturday 
evening.

‘Cant. Madsen and Crew Labored Day 
and Night While Waiting 
for Help. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 8.—Capt. 
Madsen and his crew of six men 
Danish schooner Annam have been landed 
here by Capt. Benjamin Jones of the steam- 
ship Quernmore. Capt. Jones took the 
shipwrecked mariners off the foundering 
vessel in the middle of the North Atlantic 
ocean last Friday. 

“On the ‘Tuesday before Capt. Jones 
picked us up,’ said Capt. Madsen, “about 
4 oclock in the afternoon an cnormous 
whale rose to the surface off our bows 
and charged straight for us. We were 
sailing slowly along in a four-knot breeze. 
Before we could do a thing the whale 
struck us, head on, smashing the stem of 
the schooner and carrying away four feet 
of her bows. The shock was tremendous 
and threw those on deck off their feet. 

“The whale passed along the starboard 
side, blowing streams of water as high as 
the schooner, but directly rolled over on

ed. As the water was discolored all 
around, the last we saw of our assailant 
it was blowing about three feet high and 
was plainly dying. 

“The Annam immediately began to fill 
with water and the crew was put to the 
purnps.

CANDIDATE'S CHURCH GAVE 
NO MONEY FOR MISSIONS 


For Mentioning the Fact the Bishop, 
Who Had Resigned the Chair for 
That Purpose, Expressed the Deep- 
est Contrition.

BOSTON, Oct. 8—There was a pictur- 
esque and pathetic scene in Emanuel 
Church when Bishop. Tuttle of St. Louls, 
the venerable prelate who presides over 
the Protestant BPpiscapal house of bishops, 
publicly apologized to about 450 bishops, 
clergymen and laymen for having irtro- 
duced Judge Parker’s name in a speech. 

The house of bishops and house of lay 
and clerical deputies were sitting together 
as the domestic and foreign missionary so- 
clety. For hours the bishops and deputies 
had discussed the declaration of the board 
of managers that nearly one-third of the 
church congregations had failed to con- 
tribute to the missionary funds. Toward 
the close of the debate Bishop Tuttle gave 
his gavel into the hands of Dr. McKim of 
Philadelphia, the chairman of the house 
of deputies, and took the floor himself. 


He folded his hands across his breast and 


suid with a half serious, humorous 


look at the chairman: 

“] wonder if I would be called to order 
if I spoke what is in my mind, I wonder 
if I would be called to order for introduc- 
ing politics.” Again he turned and looked 
at the chairman with a mock gravity that 
made the audience smile. 


Warning of

“Will I be called to order? I am almost 
afraid that I will be.’ There was abso- 
lute silence, for Joseph Tuttle is not only 
a great church man, but he is a presiding 
elder of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of America. 

‘There are some figures I could use just 
now,” he continued, slowly and deliberate- 
ly. “They are locked !In my desk. But 
I have in mind a small parish ina diocese 
on the Hudson river in New York, a parish 
with mot more than one hundred communi- 
eants, which did not contribute anything 
at all to our missionary fund last year.”

BS, I like to hear from readers about 
VY the Sunday paper, even when they 
send only knocks. In fact I prefer 
knocks. Compliments are too common. 
Knocks are refreshing. They make one sit 
up. Now here comes & man with an idea: 

Why don't you let us have more live 
stuff like pugiliem, history and politics? 
That was a fine feature you had about 
John L. Sullivan. I hope you are going 
to give Corbett and Fitzsimmons the same 
kind of a write-up. You never put pugi- 
liste on the front cover page. I don't find 
anything about politics in your Sunday 
Magazine, stuff about E4 Butler and Harry 
Hawes, etc. Why don't you have some- 
thing about the Civil war, & color page or 
something like tat? 

CONSTANT READDPR 

Now, this man is @ sharp observer. He Is 
quite correct in saying that neither pugil- 
ists, politics nor the civil war ever appear 
on the front color page. What is more, 
they never will. 

It is true we had a feature on John IL. 
Sullivan, because he ig now in St. Louis 
and has a fund of information that cost 
him $1,000,000 to collect. We only printed 
his philosophy, and no better advice was 
ever given to a young man than Sullivan 
gave in that feature last Sunday in his 
homely, epigrammatic language. 

But it was a moral, and not a pugilistic 
feature! Whenever i can get good moral 
advice in any form I like to print it, par- 
ticularly in a Sunday paper where it may 
reach people who do not but ought to go 
to church. For, according to my way ofr 
thinking, when a Sunday paper ceases to 

ave a distinct moral purpose of its own, 
different from that of any weekday paper, 
it ought to go out of existence. Politics 
are of less importance and morals of more 
importance on Sunday than on any other 
day of the week. Therefore my friend is 
extremely unlikely to find any political 
feature in the Sunday Magazine. 

Asp a rule he will find space which might 
have been devoted to pugilism, politics or 
the civil war, given up to instructive 
articles on the great events of today right 
here in St. Louis. I like to deal not with 
current happenings—which are simply local 
news—but with those which have some 
bearing on the future.
